The Commissioner of Community Services provided Council with an overview of the City of 
Brampton Citizens Awards Program. The Program has been in place for over 21 years and 
recognizes long term volunteer commitments as well as athletic and artistic achievements. Almost 
5500 individuals have been recognized to date and in 1994 alone, over 300 individuals were 
recognized for their long term service, athletic and artistic achievements.

P. Moyle, Commissioner of Corporate Services, answered questions of Council and pointed out 
that the increase in premiums is still considerably less than the 5% estimate set out in the budget 
guideline. As well, he noted that staff is confident that they have the best possible coverage for 
the least cost. City Manager Solski added that the savings achieved (difference between 5% 
budget guideline and increase in premiums) will be applied to not cutting somewhere else. 


D.J. Tracogna, Risk and Insurance Manager, answered questions of Council and advised that a lot 
of staff research went into the report on the 1996 Insurance Program. Mrs. Tracogna added that 
two years ago a lengthy and time-coming tender call went out. Eight companies were asked to 
respond and only one did. The company that did respond came in with a higher cost proposal 
than the Frank Cowan Insurance Company. 


At this point, Mr. H. Roy, Frank Cowan Insurance Company, addressed Council and provided 
explanation of the increase in cost for the 1996 Insurance Program. He pointed out that municipal 
liability and Errors and Omissions are very specialized and that Frank Cowan Insurance Company 
only deals with public sector insurance. He advised Council that the escalation in claims on 
municipalities has been dramatic. The increased number of bodily injury claims, wrongful acts 
(building inspections) claims, and the size of the judgements awarded have all led to an increase 
in the insurance premiums to municipalities.

Ms. Barbara Waddell, Mr. John Mills and Mr. Christopher Moon, Central Community Academy

Ms. Waddell advised that since their last visit to Council in October, 1995, they have been turned 
down by the Peel Board of Education, even though Board staff recommended approval of the 
concept. However, they continue to have support from local groups including the YMCA, the 
Brampton Public Library and Art Gallery, and the Heritage Complex. 


Mr. Mills outlined the goals and concepts of the proposal - to provide a community school that 
will produce well-rounded leaders who will be equipped to compete in today’s global economy. 
Computer technology will play a key role as will community service, a highly structured 
curriculum, input and participation from parents and students alike, a coop program and extra- 
curricular activities such as sports and music. 


Mr. Moon reiterated that the community response has been tremendous. They have received 
letters of intent from the YMCA and the Brampton Public Library and Art Gallery, as well as 
pledges of financial support totalling about $400,000.00 from parents, the community and local 
businesses. 


Mr. Mills concluded the presentation with an outline of the group’s next steps. They are planning 
on going ahead with their proposal with or without the support of the Peel Board of Education. 
Currently, they are looking at three options: operating the school on a pilot project basis, 
operating as a charter or community-based school, or operating as a private, fee institution - this 
latter option being used only as a last resort. They asked that Council continue to support them by 
allowing the use of a City facility. 


Council then raised some questions on eligibility and several members expressed a concern about 
accessibility if the school ends up operating on a private basis. As well, it was brought to the 
group’s attention that some local residents are concerned about traffic issues.

He told Council that the Heritage Easement is a set of 
conditions registered on title which requires the owner to maintain the building to a reasonable 
standard and that the City, as the Co-Easement Holder, has a responsibility to enforce the terms of 
the Easement. Mr. Seaman and Mr. Hunt are requesting that the Board’s “Save Our Station” 
Campaign be declared a priority by Council and that Council and staff engage in negotiations with 
the current owner to prevent demolition of the Station. 


Discussion took place between Council, the delegation and City staff on the best approach to this 
issue. Council requested further information on the definition of Heritage Conservation Easement 
and what the City can or cannot do under this designation. The Commissioner of Legal Services 
advised Council that they are in the process of reviewing this and will report back to the 
Board/Council in the near future.

Ms. Bayman appeared in opposition to permitting agricultural uses on land abutting existing 
residential development, and reiterated the concerns she raised at the Planning and Building 
Committee Meetings of July 11, 1996 and July 3, 1996 (Public Meeting).

Mayor Peter Robertson thanked the Brampton Rotary Club for funding the Santa Claus Parade as well as 
the Brampton Board of Trade for providing their leadership and organization in the parade.

He has agreed to site plan approval and architectural reviews. 
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Mr. Ted Baker, Baker & Associates Landscape Architects, was retained to provide a visual study 
of 20 Crescent Hill Drive. He prepared an inventory and analysis of the land and through digital 
imaging and placed a home in this location that would be compatible with the existing executive 
housing. He advised that severance of the lot would blend in comfortably within the existing 
scale and streetscape of the neighbourhood. 


Ms. Lyn Townsend, Townsend Robertson, is legal counsel to the Ratepayers Association. She 
advised that the concern of the residents is that the existing community of 26 homes will be upset 
and Dr. Singh’s application to sever his lot will create a precedent and provide other opportunities 
for those meeting the necessary standards. She commented on a comment made by A. Rezoski, 
Development Planner, at the Ontario Municipal Board that an Official Plan Amendment was not 
required and now the staff report indicates that one is required. 


J. Corbett, Director of Development Services, responded that the Official Plan Amendment is 
simply an extra measure of protection for the future and not a technical requirement. 


Ms. Townsend provided clarification of the issues before the Ontario Municipal Board and any 
misconceptions felt by the community. She confirmed that it is only Dr. Singh’s application 
before the Board at this time and action must be taken by December 6, 1996. She advised that her 
clients have struggled and worked very hard at reaching a compromise in this situation. She did 
confirm that under section 51 of the Planning Act, the community must be considered as part of 
the criteria in granting such a severance. 


Ms. Sue Cumming, Cumming & Company, addressed the two issues which continue to be raised 
in respect of this matter, being the lot size and lot frontage. The residents in this community want 
to preserve its character since Crescent Hill is very unique with a history regarding its 
development. Residents have concluded that a minimum of .65 acre lots would still provide the 
uniqueness and compatibility required in the community. 


Mr. Uwe Petroschke, 22 Crescent Hill Drive, advised that this neighbourhood is important to 
Brampton and should be protected and not destroyed. 


Mr. Ned McLelland, 2 Crescent Hill Drive, advised that the existing by-law at the time the 
subdivision was built required a minimum of 3/4 acre lots as originally adopted by the Township 
of Chinguacousy. Residents on Crescent Hill enjoy the larger lots, open space and lack of fences 
which is why they built in this community. Residents will no longer enjoy the larger lots if the 
standards cease to exist in the future. 


Ms. Susan Lutmanis, 14 Crescent Hill Drive, advised that her property faces directly opposite the 
proposed severance on 20 Crescent Hill Drive. She has lived in the neighbourhood for 21 years 
and she strongly believes that the uniqueness of this area is the open space. She feels strongly that 
her property will be affected if 20 Crescent Hill Drive is granted a severance. She advised that 3/4 
of the vegetation has been chopped down since the purchase of 20 Crescent Hill Drive 
approximately 4 years ago. She asked Council to consider the residents who have been in this 
community for many years and perhaps have a different perspective of the neighbourhood. 


Ms. Maryann Crawford, 30 Crescent Hill Drive, has been a resident in this community since its 
onset 35 years ago. She chose this location because of the size of the lots. She has enough to 
sever her lot but has no intention of doing so and is opposed to severances. Open area and mature 
trees will be destroyed. 


C405-96 
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Mr. Gerald Swinkin, Blake, Cassels & Graydon, represents Dr. Singh who has lived at 24 
Crescent Hill Drive for 23 years. Dr. Singh wishes to build a new home on the severed parcel of 
land to be suitable in their advancing age. He advised that the Board is concerned about the 
reasonableness of this matter and is looking at the background and all key factors. The Board 
adjourned until December 6, 1996 until the City of Brampton could undertake an analysis of the 
area and bring forward their recommendations to Council. He advised that the Singhs are content 
with the staff recommendations with the exception of proposals to stipulate minimum floor areas. 


J. Atwood-Petkovski, Corporation Counsel and Director of By-law Enforcement, responded to 
inquiries of Council regarding Ontario Municipal Board procedures. 


J. Marshall, Commissioner of Planning and Building, confirmed that once the zoning by-law is 
passed it is deemed to be in conformity with the Official Plan. 


Direction was given that J. Marshall, Commissioner of Planning and Building, research the 
City of North York’s standards for severances for the “Bridal Path” Community and how 
those standards could apply to Crescent Hill Drive in the future. 


Regional Councillor Miles distributed an amended resolution in respect of this matter and 
provided clarification to Council and the residents present this evening. She advised that the City 
must determine whether or not they want to preserve this type of open space executive housing in 
the Brampton area. This area is unique not due to the size of the homes but the size of the lots and 
the open space. She urged Council to support Brampton in preserving the Crescent Hill Drive 
area and the new recommendations put forward will maintain the integrity of the community.
